“The Wagner literature already outweighs the literature concerned with any 
other name in the history of the arts ; but it is probable that if the whole of it were 
put into the scales it would be weighed down by a single volume that has just 
appeared under the title Richard Wagner, 1813-1834. It is 28in. (7Gcm.) high by 
i‘Iin. (53cm.) broad, and is of considerable thickness, although there are only 152 pages 
in all. The whole book, letterpress and all, is engraved (by Mr. Allan Wyon). There 
are facsimiles of every document quoted, so that students of Wagner’s life can verify 
every statement made in the book. 
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“ The contents of this sumptuous volume consist of the first instalment of a life 
of the composer, begun bv the Hon. Mrs. Burrell, after whose death her husband snd 
daughter devoted themselves to the work of completing the undertaking. Mrs. Burrell 
wa* one of the earlier ‘ Wagnerians,’ a pe:sonal friend of Wagner's, and a typical 
enthusiast for his music. Her collection of Wagneriana (the contents of which have 
never been made public) must be of peculiar interest and value, for it was made 
during a long period of years, and no sum seems to have been considered excessive in 
order to make it complete. 

“ Those who are interested in tracing character by handwriting will find much to 
amuse them in the facsimiles, notably that of Wagner’s mother, and in the opinion of 
an eminent ‘ graphologist ’ that 1 she was worthy to be the mother of a poet.* The 
account of Richard Wagner’s appearance on the Dresden stage at the age of seven, in 
the part of TelPs younger child in Schiller’s play, may possibly have been given 
before in some of the lives, but the story is so well told that it is as good as new.

ITIHE present series of plates was prepared to illustrate a complete 
Catalogue of the Collection of which they form a part, but the 
labour of preparing for the press a descriptive Catalogue of between two 
and three thousand drawings, according to the number that might be 
considered desirable to finally retain, induced the owner to. at least temporarily, 
abandon his intention. Not only was the labour itself sufficiently great, 
but it is doubtful if such a catalogue, however carefully compiled, could 
be of much use, seeing that without reproductions it is impossible for the 
student to judge if the name bestowed, whether by a former owner or the 
present, is justified. Altogether about 150 different Artists are represented 
here by 292 plates, giving a fair idea of a portion at least of the Collection. 
The drawings selected have been chosen for various reasons, not always for 
their intrinsic value, but occasionally as examples of masters not often met 
with. Some are interesting as studies for known pictures, others for their 
signatures, contemporary attributions, or for having been engraved, a few for 
their rarity: Cellini’s authentic drawings can be counted on one’s fingers. 

. . . The particular attention bestowed of late years on Rembrandt is the 
excuse for the almost complete representation accorded him, together with 
a sufficient number of his contemporaries and followers. . . . The fine series 
of drawings by Adrian Van Ostade illustrate his various methods in rough 
sketching with pen and bistre, finished drawing in Indian ink, two chalks, 
and water colour. . . . Several drawings ascribed to Domenico Campagnola 
have been included to illustrate the vexed question of the authorship of many' 
landscapes attributed to Titian. The drawing under the name of Guilio 
Campagnola is of the same type as certain fine drawings in the Florentine
